1936,  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
34d  of  the  “  Public  Libraries  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  141  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1924,”  as  enacted  by  the  “  Public 
Libraries  Act  Amendment  Act,  1933,”  the 
municipalities  and  rural  school  districts  as  set 
forth  therein  were  constituted  a  union  library 
district  under  Part  IV.

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
